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Illinois State Medical Society Writes to 


Senator Douglas 


(Through the kindness and courtesy of Mr. Walter Oblinger and the Illinois State 
Medical Society, we have permission to reprint Mr. Oblinger’s letter to the Honorable 
Paul Douglas, Senator from the State of Illinois, in which he explains the position 
of the Society on the several Bills before Congress dealing with medical care for the 
aged. It is printed for your information and study.—E. Ebert.)

Dear Sir: 


Acknowledgment is made to your letter of May 25, 1960 wherein you announce 
your sponsorship of S. 3503, the so-called McNamara Bill and ask for my comments. 


As I have indicated to you in the past, the Illinois State Medical Society, the 
physicians and many others in this State are opposed to any use of the Social Security 
System as a mechanism for providing medical care to the aged. We are opposed to 
it on several grounds: 


1. Any program that propels the government into actively providing medical 
services means that the government will have to control the purveyors of the service, 
in this case, the hospitals, nursing homes, drug industry and those that provide the 
diagnostic and homemaker services. In order to budget for the program the govern- 
ment will have to control the kind and quality of the services provided, select the 
hospitals and nursing homes that will provide the service, and set the fees for the 
service. This represents a basic departure from the so-called insurance concept of 
the social security system, Instead of passing out cash handouts, which presumably 
have some relation to the monies collected under the program, the government will 
now embark upon a program of socialization—of undertaking to provide for the 
health and welfare needs of those eligible under the system, and for those not under 
the system through funds provided by general tax revenues. It should be apparent 
to anyone that in so doing the government will embark upon a program that will 
have no end—a bottomless pit! The next step, of course, will be to liberalize the 
program two years hence and cover physician’s and dentist’s services. “Let’s just 
get the principle established this session and we can get on with our master plan to 
socialize the health services of the nation in subsequent sessions of the Congress!” 


2. The McNamara plan, the Flemming proposal and the Forand Bill are un- 
necessary. Voluntary health insurance coverage for the low income, low resource 
citizens over age 65 has expanded 170% in the past six years. The Health Insurance 
Association of America has estimated that 49% of persons over 65 years of age had 
some form of voluntary health insurance at the beginning of 1960. As of 1952, 59% 
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of the total population had some form of insurance coverage and this was increased 
by 13% to an estimated 72% by 1960. For the aged population, however, the 
proportion insured doubled during this period, increasing from 26% to about 49%. 
The 26% insured in 1952 represented 3.4 million of the then 13 million aged per- 
sons. The 49% insured today consists of 7.7 million people or more than twice the 
number of aged covered in 1952. 2.4 million aged persons are receiving old age 
assistance. As such, these persons, or 15% of the age 65 population presently have 
their medical care costs taken care of by the government. Thus, at the present time 
approximately 64% of this group have a hedge against medical care costs. It is 
further estimated that at the present rate of growth, 90% of the over age 65 group 
wanting and needing it, will have some form of insurance coverage by 1969. The 
issue here is not the care of the aged, but how shall we take care of the aged under 
our free enterprise system. If we believe in the free enterprise system then solutions 
should be sought consistent therewith. How do you reconcile the McNamara ap- 
proach with the free enterprise system? 


3. There is nothing voluntary about this plan. It is a rigid fixed plan of medical 
care that may or may not meet individual needs. The individual has no say in 
whether he wants to participate or not. That is being decided for him by the Con- 
gress. A body of mortal, human beings with one eye cocked to the political weather 
vane are going to make the decision. May the individual who quite possibly has 
provided for his old age medical care needs through voluntary insurance, possibly 
through a labor-management negotiated welfare fund, decline to participate and 
pay taxes? By collecting funds through taxation—Compulsory taxation—to be dis- 
tributed to persons presently eligible to participate are you not redistributing the 
wealth and hence is this not socialism? 


4. The use of the social security mechanism for public welfare purposes under- 
mines the solvency of the system and places the system itself in jeopardy. We hear 
much said by labor and in the public press about the existence of a “trust” fund, 
that taxes paid into the system are insurance premiums, that social security is an 
insurance plan, that contributions are set aside in the “trust” fund to be paid out 
in the form of benefits when the contributor reaches retirement age. The truth of the 
matter is, there is no trust fund as such, that all funds paid into the social security 
system go into the Treasury to be replaced by bonds. That money is spent for general 
tax purposes. Of course, the bonds don’t stay in the trust fund for very long because 
for the most part current social security benefits are being paid out of current receipts. 
To say it another way, the primary source of the money for current benefit payments 
is the current contributions from employees, employers and the self-employed; a 
fund of “modest” amount is developed which arises from any excess of current con- 
tributions over current benefit payments; this fund permits a contribution schedule 
which progresses in an orderly known amount, acts as a buffer for variations in 
contributions and benefit outlays, and provides a modest current income source 
from interest earnings (72%). 


The important thing is that in the insurance sense there “aint” no trust fund— 
reserves which go toward financing payment of benefits. All or substantially all of 
the contributions being received are being passed out to those persons retiring at 
age 65 or otherwise qualifying for benefits. Based on the 1956 amendments to the 
Social Security Act, present members and their employers, as a class, pay only 
about 42% of the value of their benefits, whereas new entrants and their employers 
will pay 169% of the value of their benefits. The new entrant into the social security 
system (and his employer) is paying $1.69 for each dollar he can expect to receive 
back from the system. This process of passing on the cost of current benefits to com- 
ing generations will accelerate and should the Forand Bill or the McNamara Bill 
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or some other scheme of financing medical care of older persons through the social 
security system pass, we shall shortly reach the point of resistance of new entrants. 
The system itself will be placed in jeopardy. Right now the system has a greater 
contingent liability than the entire national debt. It has been variously estimated that 
between $90 billion and $300 billion is needed as of 1959 to bring the reserved fund 
into some semblance of actuarial soundness. There is only $22 billion in the fund. 
What all this adds up to is the fact that the cost for present benefits to persons 
eligible for benefits under social security is being passed on to coming generations. 
This to me, is morally reprehensible. The cost for current workers would be many 
times greater than the initial % of 1% and still infinitely greater for new entrants. 
By what divine right does the Congress speak for the young of this generation and 
for the members of future generations who bear the actual cost? 


5. What about the concept of individual freedom? In a free society the very 
essence of freedom is to make decisions, whether those decisions be right or wrong. 
If a person decides to use his money for the purpose of buying a television set rather 
than of providing voluntary insurance for his old age, that fundamentally is his de- 
cision, or it should be. The worst feature about the social security system, is that it 
gives the individual no choice. Undoubtedly there should be a social security system. 
But the individual should have the choice as to whether he desires to be covered 
under such a system, or whether he desires to provide for his old age through other 
programs. When we reach the point in this society, that society makes the decisions 
for the individual and takes away his right to make those decisions, then it can be 
said that the individual no longer has freedom, that we have arrived at a regimented 
society, whether we call it socialism, fascism or something else. If the government 
can impose its will upon the medical profession and the other purveyors of medical 
service as outlined under the McNamara Bill and the other proposals, and decide 
what kind of medical service the individual should have, then the way is clear for 
the government to make similar decisions for all of the other trades and professions 
in this Country. Under the rationale that older persons are having difficulty in 
meeting their needs, the government can move in on the grocer, the tailor, the land- 
lord and extend controls and make decisions for the individual as to what kind of 
clothing he will wear, how often he can qualify for it, what kind and quality of food 
he will eat, where he can live and how much of his income shall go to pay for 
these things. 


6. What is to happen to all of our voluntary and charitable programs? Numerous 
fraternities and civic organizations of one kind and another have programs for the 
aged, the blind, crippled children and the like. Local communities have voluntary 
auxiliaries and ladies societies organized for the purpose of augmenting hospital 
care—lending a helping hand. Do you think they will continue in operation when 
government shoulders the burden? What happens to the Christian concept of help 
thy neighbor? What happens to the concept of honor thy father and mother? With 
increasing emphasis upon government paternalism, what happens to the moral fibre 
of the nation? Has not the Church a stake in this matter? What the government 
is being asked to do here is to assume the charitable function heretofore shouldered 
by voluntary organizations. 


We would respectfully suggest to you that government should never directly inter- 
vene in human relationships. It should confine itself to indirect programs such as 
HR 9660, endorsed by the A.M.A., which removes the three per cent limitation on 
medical expenses incurred on behalf of dependent parents. If inflation has robbed 
the older age group to the extent that some of them are having difficulty in meeting 
their medical care costs to the extent that it has become a public responsibility, we 
would respectfully suggest to you that some program along the lines of the program 
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voted out of the House Ways & Means Committee on Friday, June 3, would more 
nearly meet the problem. At least it will not prejudice the social security system, it 
will be financed through general taxation and as such will have to be reevaluated 
every two years. The tax dollars will have to compete with tax dollars needed for 
other governmental purposes. 


Thank you for your inquiry. Illinois physicians lock to you to preserve freedom 
of opportunity for their sons and grandsons, to act to prevent piling tax burdens upon 
coming generations, to prevent any further extension of government intervention 
in the life of the individual and to prevent the weakening of the moral fibre of 
our nation.

Waska Writes to His Englewood Friends 


June 14, 1960 
A open-face type letter to my friends of Englewood . . . 


Dear Gang: 


Culture Vulture Vince Milas, chairman of the Committee on Art, called on me 
last night and presented me with a set of prints designed by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing and approved by the Secretary of the Treasury. These, he told me, had 
been in the private collections of many of my dear Englewoodenheads, and that 
obtaining them represented much original effort on the parts of their former owners. 


Being an avid collector of similar works, I understate my reaction when I say 
that I was delighted by your gift.
